vas explained by higher pricon for labor and 
materials. The resources of tho company 
still seomod, on a closo calculation, equul to 
this estimate. Just at this time the com- 
lany's trouble with tho government about 
and grants began.

The 
company had to dispose of its securities, and 
was unablo to borrow money. Mr. Villard 
out $3,441,000 personally. After describing

sion, and tho stieots adjoining wore quickly 
lilled by oxcited spoctatoi-s. Tho cotton in 
tho compress tool; tiro and tho compress was 
ablaze before tho astouishod crowd realized 
what had happened. Tho compress bailor 
had exploded, and a rumor ran through the 
crowd thai, fifty lives had boon lost. Thoro is 
yet no way of getting tho exact number of 
killed and burnod to death, as a number of 
countrvmon and curiosity-seekers wero con- 
stantly around watching tho working of the 
compress.

Tho (loatl are: Johu TYirnbush, tho colored 


foreman; his body was blowu into tho middle 
of tho street, and thrown, mangled and 
livid, boforo tho excited crowd rushing to tho 
ftro.

brokon, two ribs fractured, and ono eye de- 
stroyed, bosidos being badly scalded.

Tho causo of tho explosion is supposod to bo 


negloct on tlio part of tho engineer, who, it is 
charged, allowed tho water in tho boilers to 
run down too low and thon filled them sud- 
denly with cold water — a mistake for which 
ho paid with his life. 


As noar as can be estimated tho loss will 


bo about $10,000 or $12,000.

With wheat, barley, oats and corn, at 


present prices, and with land worth from 
Jifty to »ighty dollars per acre,' does it 
not make us think that we must market 
every bushel of grain and every spear of 
grass wo raise in a manner that they will 
bring us tho largest results? We have 
for competitors, our western and south- 
ern neighbors in posaesion of laud, of 
small oxpenee to them, and a vast amount 
of it equal in fertility ' to ours, and with 
equal railroad facilities. 
We find, also, 


that a majority of these men, are men of 
intelligence, and many of them with im- 
mense capital, making them the strong- 
est ot competitors. Farmers, I ask, can 
we with intelligence trnd proh't follow 
grain raising exclusively, year after year, 
upon 
this high priced 
land, 
and 


place our grains in direct competion 
with tho gram from the west? I think 
not.
